The Persian Market for British Goods. (Page 433.)

Renters who have not 
yet applied for licences are liable to a penalty of £20 
for each day from Ist April on which they carry on 
business without applying. 





Foreign Exchanges in March. (Page 435.) 


Sterling on New York strengthened during the 
third week of the past month. The lira at one time 
touched parity and the Norwegian kroner rose 
sharply on rumours of a return to a gold basis. The 
Lisbon escudo fluctuated widely on changing loan 
prospects. 





Trade of Canton. (Page 440.) 


Import trade figures during the December quarter 
of last year, with one or two exceptions, were little 
effected by current events. Export figures were, 
however, considerably affected. The silk trade re- 
mained much the same as in the September quarter. 





British Trade with India. (Page 439.) 

Returns for the month of January last show that 
the share of the United Kingdom in India’s import 
trade rose from 46 per cent. in January, 1927, to 
48 per cent., while her share of exports advanced from 
20 to 24 per cent. 





German Trade in February. (Page 441.) 


Imports of merchandise into Germany during 
February reached a value of 1,250 million marks, or 
110 million marks less than in January. Exports, 
at $42 million marks, showed a rise of 80 million marks, 
chiefly due to finished goods. 





Egyptian Cotton Yarn Imports. (Page 446.) 
Revised tariff valuations issued by the Egyptian 
Government for use in assessing the duties leviable 
on cotton yarns imported into Egypt are reproduced. 


British Cinema Films Registered. (Page 450.) 
Our list of films registered under the Cinematograph 
Films Act during the past week contains particulars 
of 50 British productions, in addition to foreign films.

In the coasting trade arrivals and departures rose 
by 7-8 and 7-3 per cent. respectively; arrivals in 
ballast fell by 3-4 per cent.

MARKING OF IMPORTED GOODS. 





SAFETY FLAME LAMPS: TRAVELLING 
TRUNKS, ETC. 


The Standing Committee (General Merchandise ) 
appointed by the Board of Trade will hold Enquiries 
as to whether the undermentioned classes and descrip- 
tions of imported goods should bear an indication of 
origin on the following dates :— 

(1) Safety flame lamps of all descriptions of the types 
used where explosive conditions may prevail (in- 
cluding miners’ flame lamps and ships’ bunker and 
the like flame lamps) and the following parts thereof, 
viz. :-— 

Steel shields, metal plates, bottom collars, lamp 

cups, gauze elements and lamp glasses. 

Monday, 23rd April, at 11.30 a.m. (If necessary, 
a further meeting will be held on Tuesday, 24th April.) 

(2) (a) Travelling trunks, bags, suit-cases, hat-cases, 
holdalls, valises, knapsacks, travellers’ sample cases 
and other similar receptacles, whether fitted or un- 
fitted, but not including such articles if made wholly 
of metal. 

(6) Attache cases, despatch bags, courier bags, post 
bags, bankers’ wallets, school satchels, and other 
similar receptacles, whether fitted or unfitted. 

(c) Fancy bags, cases, receptacles and frames of all 
descriptions of leather or of materials made to 
resemble leather or of textile materials. 

Monday and Tuesday, 30th April, and lst May (at 

11.30 a.m. and 10.30 a.m. respectively). 

(3) Cutlery of the following descriptions :— 

(a) Knives with one or more blades made wholly 
or partly of steel or iron, other than surgical knives 
or knives for use in machines ; 

(6) Scissors, including tailors’ shears and seca- 
teurs, made wholly or partly of steel or iron ; 

(c) Safety razors and component parts thereof ; 

(dq) Razors other than safety razors ; 

(e) Carving forks ; 

(f) Knife sharpeners made wholly or partly of 
steel ; 

(7) Handles of metal and blades or blanks for any 
of the above-mentioned articles. 





Monday and Tuesday, 7th and 8th May (at 10.30 a.m.) 
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(The Cutlery Enquiry has been postponed from 2nd 
and 3rd April, owing to the sudden death of Counsel for 
the opponents.) 


OTHER ENQUIRIES. 
Enquiries will be held later as to whether the following 

classes and descriptions of imported goods should bear 
an indication of origin :— 

(1) Typewriter and other carbon papers. 

(2) Rubber manufactures. 

(3) Copper plates, sheets, strips, sections, rods, wire 

and tubes. 

(4) Ball and roller bearings and parts thereof. 

(5) Vacuum cleaners. 

(6) Pumps of all descriptions and parts thereof. 

(7) Cotton wool, gauze tissue and sanitary towels.

GALLANTRY AT SEA: AMERICAN 
RECOGNITION. 


The Board of Trade have received, through the 
Foreign Office, a number of awards granted by the 
President of the United States of America to officers 
and men of the British s.s. ‘‘ Defender,’ in recognition 
of services rendered by them on 18th December, 1926, 
in rescuing two American citizens from the United 
States coastguard cutter “ Lincoln.” The awards are: 
a gold watch and chain to Captain E. Maycock, master : 
a binocular glass to Mr. W. A. Short, second officer ; 
and gold medals to J. Edwards, boatswain; W. Grayson, 
H, McNeil, P. Dunn, M. McNeil, R. McNeil, J. Kelsoe, 
and J. McLean, seamen; H. Kensett, lamptrimmer ; 
C. Whiteside, fireman; J. Kennedy, second cook; and 
J. Williams, carpenter. 

On 18th December, 1926, the ‘‘ Defender ”’ was off the 
American coast, when a wireless message was received that 
a ship was on fire near the Cape Look-out Vessel. The 


“ Defender’ proceeded to the position and found the . 


“ Lincoln ”’ on fire. 

There was a very rough sea running and a strong wind 
blowing, but Captain Maycock sent a boat away in charge 
of Mr. Short, who approached within ten feet of the burning 
vessel and shouted to the men on board to jump overboard, 
so that they could be picked up. They refused, however, 
and the lifeboat drifted away from the ship. 


The ‘‘ Defender’? was then manceuvred close to the 
“Lincoln,” and, as that vessel burned out, two survivors 
were picked up from the water; but although a search was 
made for some time, no trace was found of the other six 
members of the crew of the ‘“‘ Lincoln.”

PERSIA. 





A PROGRESSIVE MARKET FOR 
MANUFACTURES. 


The intervening period since the last report (dated 
April, 1925) has marked a quite definite stage in the 
economic evolution of Persia, writes Mr. E. R. Lingeman, 
Acting British Commercial Secretary at Tchra, in his 
latest Report* on the Finance and Commerce of Persia 
(1925-27). 

During the Persian year 1304 (21st March, 1925- 
20th March, 1926) the policy of political and financial 
centralisation continued in spite of some resistance. 
In both cases the methods employed were ruthless but, 
in a sense, effective. The opposition to Doctor 
Millspaugh, the Administrator-General of the Finances, 
had abated at the beginning of this period, and, 
apparently as the result of a journey to America in the 
spring of 1925, he abandoned for the time being all 
idea of raising a foreign loan and decided that Persia 
would herself find the capital she required for her 
economic development. The Sugar and Tea Monopoly 
Law of 30th May, 1925, for creating a railway fund, 
was the first visible sign of a change in financial strategy. 

The 1924 harvest had been a bad one; signs were 
not lacking in the spring of 1925 that the harvest of 
that year would be considerably worse. The Persian 
authorities had relied on the Financial Mission, a member 
of which was in charge of the Alimentation Service, 
to take the precautionary measures that the situation 
demanded, but in November the grain supplies of 
Teheran were found to have reached a dangerously 
low ebb. In fact the capital was faced with the 
prospects of a famine. Various provincial districts 
were also feeling the pinch, Something akin to a panic 
ensued; grain was purchased in Russia and India; 
all means of transport were requisitioned for the 
carriage of foodstuffs, and motor lorries were imported 
wholesale. A serious financial loss is said to have 
accrued to the State, while the loss to trade has been 
very serious. ¥ 

There can be little doubt that the transport crisis, 
which itself was a consequence of the grain shortage, 
was responsible in part for the embargo which the 
Soviet Government imposed on all Persian imports 
(except cotton) on Ist February. In 1925 Russia's 
adverse balance of trade over the European frontier 
amounted to 1354 million roubles, and over the Asiatic 
frontier to 15} million roubles. The need for redressing 
the trade balance and for protecting the chervonetz 
became obvious. In December, 1925, the Persian 
branches of the Russian Bank (Ruspers) refused to buy 
back the chervontsi holdings of Persian merchants, 
these being particularly heavy at the time owing to 
recent Persian sales at the Nijni Fair. But the con- 
sternation which this decision occasioned was as nothing 
to the dismay caused by the sudden application of the 
embargo. 

The Soviet Government had noticed that while their 
trade organisations were buying the produce of the 
rich Persian provinces that border on the Caspian, 
they were unable, owing to the requisitioning of trans- 
port, to sell Russian goods inland. Hence the Soviet's 
decision to cease buying Persian products, except the 
cotton they especially needed. They might, it 1s true, 
have introduced from the very first the system of 
import licences then in force on the European frontier. 
Although its injurious effects have been much reduced, 
firstly by the surreptitious purchases of the Russian 
trade organisations in Persia once prices had slumped, 
and secondly by the eventual issue of export licences 
to certain Persian merchants, the embargo is apparently 
to remain officially in force until the Russo-Persian 
Trade Agreement concluded in Moscow on Ist October, 


1927, is applied.

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The following year, 1305 (2Ist March, 1926-20th 
March, 1927), was also not a good year for the Persian 
national economy. It witnessed the consequences of 
the events and mistakes of the previous year: the 
transport crisis, the Russian embargo, the new taxes 
and the unemployment of public funds, while the 
resultant tightness of money was aggravated by the 
withdrawal of damaged and short-weight coin from 
circulation and, where the import market was concerned, 
by the continued depreciation in the foreign exchange 
value of the kran. Fortunately for Persia the 1305 
harvest proved an excellent one and a good opium crop 
found a ready market in the Far East. The greatly 
increased contribution of the Anglo-Persian Oil Company 
to the State Exchequer also came at a very opportune 
moment, 

The only constructive measure worthy of any mention 
that was actually carried into effect during the year 
was the creation of a pawnbroking establishment in 
Teheran under Government auspices which lends at 
9 per cent., and which has revolutionised the short-loan 


market in the capital. 


TRADE AND THE ANGLO-PERSIAN Ort COMPANY. 


Persian economists firmly believe that the shipments 
of the Anglo-Persian Oil Company should not be 
included in any computation of the Persian balance of 
trade. Such arguments as they adduce would not 
stand in the light of public reason outside Persia itself. 
Within the country they have unfortunately gained 
currency, and it is not uncommon for responsible 
Persians to refer to the need for redressing an adverse 
trade balance which exists in their imagination only. 

The capital behind the Anglo-Persian Oil Company 
is very largely British, it is true, but this vast undertaking 
has become a truly national Persian industry which in 
1926-27 contributed over a million and a quarter sterling 
to the Persian treasury in the shape of royalties alone 
and which, with the employment it gives to thousands 
of Persian workmen, its admirable schools and hospitals, 
represents a factor for peace, prosperity and social 
welfare, the significance of which in the Persian polity 
it would be both foolish and unjust to ignore. 

The Anglo-Persian Oil Company, moreover, spend in 
Persia over three million sterling a year, of which one 
million represents wages alone. A large proportion of 
the latter sum helps to finance the importation of 
foreign manufactured goods. It should be noted also that 
the Company imports into Persia every year foodstuffs 
for its staff, machinery and other materials which figure 
in the statistics for the country’s import trade; these 
imports aggregated £1,219,000 in 1926-27, or 6-7 per 
cent. of the total imports of that year. But the 
clinching argument in defence of the theory of a 
‘“‘favourable balance” in Persia’s foreign trade is 
perhaps to be found in the greater demand for Persian 
rather than for foreign exchange experienced by banks 
operating in Persia and the large imports of silver for 
minting that have taken place during recent years. 

It would be a serious mistake, however, to think that 
this greatly increased positive trade balance in 1926-27 
is necessarily a sign of all-round prosperity. If the 
Russian embargo is mainly responsible for the fall in 
ordinary exports, the lower imports denote a general 

fallin purchasing power, while the increased oil shipments 
serve as an index of the ever greater dependence of 
the country on its oil industry, i.e. on the Anglo- Persian 
Oil Company. 
OPENINGS FOR BritisH TRADE. 

Persian import trade which showed an increase of 
14-2 per cent. to 881 million krans in 1925-26 fell off 
10-7 per cent. last year. Statistics relating to the 
share of various countries in the Persian import trade 
and the nature of the imports will be found in 
Appendices I, II and III to Mr. Lingeman’s Report, in 
the body of which will be found some supplementary 
notes which should prove of especial interest to 
Manchester and Bradford manufacturers. 

Apart from cotton goods, Persia offers a progressive 
market for such manufactures as woollens, knitted 
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goods, artificial silks, haberdashery, ready-made clothes: 
foods and preserves, whisky and other alcoholic drinks: 
rubber articles, including tyres; motor cars, cycles, 
motor cycles and their accessories, lubricating oils: 
machinery, both industrial and agricultural, electric 
plant, small tools; galvanised iron and tin plates, 
copper and nickel in bars or sheets, tin-lead and zinc 
in ingot form (this class of imports is mainly on account 
of the Anglo-Persian Oil Company); tin, aluminium, 
crockery and enamelled ware; glass; lamps; paper 
and stationery; soap and dyes, particularly synthetic 
indigo, for the carpet industry. 

The tariff which the Persian Government have in 
view will probably hit luxury articles severely and lead 
to a diminution in their imports. 

It must be borne in mind that the Persian market is 
essentially a poor one and on the whole unreceptive to 
high quality and high-priced British goods. Those 
foreign manufactures that find a market in Persia 
undercut the British to the extent of 10 to 40 per cent. 
It cannot be over-emphasised that conditions demand 
the grant of elastic credit terms to trustworthy importers. 
The number of these is unfortunately limited, and the 
search for suitable agents is an especially arduous one. 
Moreover, distances are such that an agent’s sphere of 
effective activity is necessarily very limited unless he 
has representatives in the provinces. British manu- 
facturers are too prone to give their agency for the whole 
of Persia to small Bagdad firms who are quite incapable 
of handling it. 

There are no restrictions on the visits of commercial 
travellers. Such visits may be combined with tours 
in the Near East or India, the overland route to India 
being perfectly feasible. Reference is invited to the 
valuable ‘‘ Notes on the Motor Route to India” 
(“‘ Journal of the Central Asian Society,’’ 1927, Part II), 
the writer of which chose the Isfahan-Kerman-Duzdap 
route in preference to the relatively easy Teheran- 
Meshed-Duzdap route. American, German, French and 
Italian firms in their several lines have found that the 
Persian market repaid attention, although the difficulties 
which they and the few British firms in Persia encounter 
should not be glossed over. 


IDIOSYNCRASIES OF THE MARKET. 


The purchasing power of the great bulk of the popu- 
lation is extremely low and purchases are of a hand-to- 
mouth character. Consequently price and not quality 
remains the determining factor, although in some lines, 
writes Mr. Lingeman, the people are just beginning to 
realise that they are actually too poor to buy the cheap 
and shoddy. In towns the rapid extension of the 
instalment system allows for the sale of better quality 
goods to a certain class of consumer, but this tendency 
is itself an outcome of the general financial stringency 
and the determination of the retailer to turn his capital 
over at all costs. It follows that the retailer demands 
longer credits from the middleman, the middleman from 
the importer, and the importer from the foreign manu- 
facturer who, in the last resort, is asked to finance the 
market. 

The British exporter, when he does not insist on an 
irrevocable credit being opened in London by the 
Persian buyer against the total payment of the goods 
on shipment, will ask for a 20 to 25 per cent. earnest 
with the order, balance against documents Persian Gulf 
Port or Bagdad. In exceptional cases he may grant 
a 91 days’ credit which in summer allows ample time 
for the consignment to reach Teheran but not so in 
winter. The German firm will normally take a 20 per 
cent. advance, a further 20 per cent. when the goods 
reach Bushire, and the balance in Teheran. The Italian 
manufacturer of woollens accepts a 15 per cent. advance, 
20 per cent. in Bushire, and the balance when the goods 
are sold, and this to an unlimited amount. Books have 
to be examined for this to be believed. In artificial 
silks conditions are a little stiffer : 25 per cent. advance, 
25 per cent. in Bushire, balance in Teheran. In cotton 
goods, however, besides granting the same credits as 
in the case of woollens,-the Italian manufacturer will 
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send goods on consignment to his Persian client without 
draft or bill. The Russian gives six to twelve months’ 
credit. Where certain Continental firms doing business 
in Persia have made mistakes has been in accepting 
5 to 10 per cent. advances from all and sundry. 
A British shipper, who took 20 per cent. with the order 
and 25 per cent. plus costs when the consignment 
arrived in Bushire, could afford to allow the Persian 
purchaser time to dispose of it. 

On the other hand the abnormally large numbers of 
firms specialising in the main branches of trade (cotton 
goods, sugar, tea), their speculative tendencies and 
fiercer rivalry as demand weakens, leads to the grossest 
form of over-importation. The Iraq merchant operating 
in West Persia, abetted as he is by the acute competition 
among the Bagdad banks, is probably the worst offender 
inthis respect. This over-importation, together with the 
low margin of profit, fluctuations in the exchange and 
a low standard of commercial morality, results in an 
alarming tale of non-acceptances. A Persian merchant 
who happens to be anxious to meet his obligations will, 
when he is short of funds and accommodation is denied 
him, either have recourse to “ kite-flying ” or sell at a 
loss. The off-loadings of the Bagdad market, moreover, 
go to swell the volume of these uneconomic sales, not 
only in West Persia but in Teheran and Isfahan as well, 
to the serious detriment of the conservative trader. 

In North Persia the importer of British manufactures 
is faced with the competition of Russian goods dumped 
on the market irrespective of loss. Italian competition 
is still more dangerous in spite of the fact that it is 
carried out on commercial, though perhaps somewhat 
hazardous lines. Russian imports of pure cotton piece- 
goods went up 18-4 per cent. in 1926-27, while the 
Italian advance was as much as 46-6 per cent. In 
South Persia the situation is further aggravated by the 
disposal, on an appreciable scale, of smuggled goods 
which, of course, undercut legitimate imports. No 
improvement can be foreseen until money flows more 
freely in the bazaars, and that must depend very largely 
on the soundness of the financial administration and 
an unrestricted flow of exports.

The New York exchange rate for sterling, which was 
4-878 or 4:879 dollars at the close on most days from 
Ist to 17th March, strengthened during the week 
ended the 24th, a closing quotation of 4-884 being 
recorded on the 20th, 23rd and 24th. This rate was not 
quite maintained during the last week of the month, 
when the daily closing rate was 4-882. 


The rate for the French franc was unaltered at 124» 
except from the 6th to the 10th, when a strong demand 
for sterling caused the closing quotations to fluctuate 
between 124 and 1243. The Spanish exchange was 
again erratic during March, closing rates for the peseta 
varying between 28-875 on the 2nd and 29-12 on the 
9th and 21st. 


The lira reached gold parity rate (92-46) at one time 
on the 5th, improved to 92-344 at the close on the 6th 
and to 92-281 on the 7th, but depreciated to 92-406 
on the 15th. This was the closing rate on each day 
until the end of the month, except on the 19th, when 
the rate was 92-425. 


On rumours that Norway intended to return to a 
gold basis the currency appreciated sharply on 17th 
March, when kroner were quoted at the close of business 
at 18-28 to the pound ; from the Ist to the 16th the closing 
quotation had been mostly 18-315 or 18-318. During 
the remainder of the month a closing rate of 18-28 
or 18-285 was reported, except on the 28th and 29th, 
when it was 18-29. 


Continental gold rates showed little variation, on 
balance, in March, Brussels, Amsterdam, Berlin and 
Zurich quotations moving slightly in favour of the 
local currencies, while Stockholm and Copenhagen 
rates were a shade more favourable to sterling. 


The Buenos Aires dollar was quoted at about 47{d. 
during the greater part of the month, but was worth 
a trifle less at the close. The yen appreciated on 
balance from a closing rate of 23-063d. on the Ist to 


23-594d. on the 3lst. 


The Lisbon exchange rate is not included in our 
monthly table, but reference may be made here to the 
fluctuations of the escudo in March. This currency 
(nominal value 534d.) has been practically stabilised in 
recent years at around 23d. to 2$d.; the closing quota- 
tions from Ist to 13th March were between 2}d. and 
2d. The decision of the League of Nations to postpone 
further consideration of a sterling loan until June sent 
the rate down at the close on the 13th to 24d., on the 
14th to 1-938d., and on the 15th to 1-922d., a deprecia- 
tion of nearly 16 per cent. since the beginning of the 
month. The rate improved to 2d. on the 16th, and on 
the declaration of the Finance Minister that he intended 
to arrange two loans, one external and one internal, 
the rate improved to 24,d. on the 24th and to 24d.—24d. 
on the 26th. The closing quotation on the 3lst was 
2-141d.

GAUGES OF BROKEN STONE AND 
CHIPPINGS. 


A revised edition of the British standard specification 
for the gauges of broken stone and chippings has recently 
been issued to supersede that published in 1913. In 
the course of the revision, investigations of current 
supplies were carried out by a number of highway 
engineers, as a result of which the Association satisfied 
itself that the gauges specified in 1913 were such as 
substantially to meet present-day requirements. It was 
found in 1913 that the specification could be met by 
the majority of the quarries, as material of. the propor- 
tions standardised was in fact being supplied, though 
the quarries frequently differed in the nomenclature 
used to describe the gauges. 

The investigations recently made prove that the 
observations of 1913 hold to-day, but the number of 
quarries able to comply with the standard has increased. 
The British Engineering Standards Association therefore 
hopes that highway engineers will adopt the specification 
in their practice and order broken stone and chippings 
in terms of the British standard. The specification is, 
accordingly, re-issued with the technical requirements 
unmodified. Certain editorial modifications have, how- 
ever, been made, and metric equivalents of the 
dimensions have been added.

CANADIAN APPLE SHIPMENTS. 


The High Commissioner for Canada in London has 
been officially advised by cablegram from Ottawa that, 
between 15th and 21st March 6,600 barrels and 500 
boxes of Canadian apples were shipped to United 
Kingdom ports. 





CANADIAN ELECTRIC STATIONS. 


The Dominion Bureau of Statistics has just issued its 
Preliminary Report on the Central Electric Station 
Industry in Canada, giving figures for the calendar year 
1926. 

Electrical energy supplied in Canada is almost wholly 
based on water power, the output of hydro-electric 
stations during 1926 having been almost 99 per cent. 
of the total of all generating stations and their dynamo 
capacity (dynamos driven by water wheels) was over 
95 per cent. of the total. Nevertheless, the number of 
fuel-power plants was considerable, aggregating 301. 
Only 15 of the fuel stations had capacities above 
1,000 k.v.a., but they produced over 80 per cent. of the 
output of all fuel plants. 

Of the output of 11,911,039,000 kilowatt hours 
generated in 1926 by hydro-electric stations, 14 plants 
with capacities of 50,000 k.v.a. and upwards generated 
over 70 per cent. The ratio of their output to their 
maximum capacity was 51-4 per cent., which was 
considerably higher than for the majority of the stations. 

Production of electrical energy increased during the 
year by nearly 2,000 million kilowatt hours, owing 
mainly to the rapid increase in the pulp and paper 
and mining industries. The pulp and paper industry 
in Canada uses enormous quantities of power, much of 
which is produced by the mills themselves, but large 
blocks are purchased from central electric stations. 

The total capital investment in the industry increased 
during the year from 726,721,087 dols. to 756,220,066 
dols.

The Secretary to the Gold Coast Government In- 
telligence Bureau in London states that exports of cocoa 
from the Gold Coast in March amounted to 18,216 tons. 
This compares with 33,241 tons in the previous month 
and 29,741 tons in March, 1927. 





CHILEAN CONSULAR FEES INCREASED. 


The British Representative at Santiago reports that 
a Chilean Law (No. 4249) effective on 14th January 
last, making provision for the development of national 
steamship companies, provides inter alia for an increase 
of 10 per cent. in the fees collected by Chilean Consular 
Officers.

Dutch constructional engineering firms and electro- 
technical manufacturers were well represented in the 
engineering section, where a new Réntgen-ray apparatus 
was shown. 

The German artificial silk combine arranged an 
artistic exhibit in a special pavilion. Vita glass was 
prominent in the glass section. There were numerous 
exhibits of fancy goods, leather work, hardware, etc., 
largely of German production, with a few of Austrian, 
French and Belgian origin.

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BRITISH INDIA. 
OVERSEAS TRADE IN JANUARY. 


H.M. Senior Trade Commissioner in India has forwarded 
the following press note relating to the foreign seaborne 
trade during January last, issued by the Department of 
Commercial Intelligence and Statistics :— 

The trade returns of British India for January, as 
compared with the preceding month, showed increases in 
the values of imports and exports, with a decrease in 
re-exports. Imports of private merchandise totalled 
Rs. 22,28 lakhs in January, and showed a rise of Rs. 2,12 
lakhs as compared with December, 1927. The value of 
exports of Indian produce and manufactures advanced by 
Rs. 2,14 lakhs from Rs. 26,91 lakhs in December, to 
Rs. 29,05 lakhs in January, while re-exports fell by 
Rs. 5 lakhs to Rs. 88 lakhs, The comparisons of the trade 
figures for January and the ten months then ended with 
those for the preceding month and the corresponding period 
of the previous year, are as follows :—

Measured by the statistics of merchandise and treasure 
the total visible balance of trade during January was 
Rs. 4,29 lakhs in favour of India, as compared with 
Rs. 5,91 lakhs in December, 1927, and Rs. 4,52 lakhs 
a year before. During the ten months ended January, 
i928, the visible balance of trade in merchandise and 
treasure was Rs. 37,33 lakhs in favour of India, as compared 
with Rs. 26,99 lakhs in the corresponding period of the 
preceding year. The balance of remittances of funds in 
January, 1928, was minus Rs. 4,25 lakhs, and in the ten 
months ended January, 1928, minus Rs. 34,88 lakhs.

CHANGES IN IMPORTS AND EXPORTS. 

As compared with January, 1927, imports of food, 
drink, and tobacco in January, 1928, rose slightly by 
Rs. 4 lakhs to Rs. 3,85 lakhs, raw materials by Rs. 1 lakh 
to Rs. 1,80 lakhs and manufactured articles by Rs. 1,27 
lakhs to Rs. 16,23 lakhs. Under food, drink and tobacco, 
imports of sugar 16 D.S. and above increased in quantity 
by 31,000 tons to 77,000 tons and in value by Rs. 33 lakhs 
to Rs. 1,47 lakhs, but while in January, 1927, beet sugar 
worth Rs. 82 lakhs was imported, there were no imports 
of beet sugar in the month under review. The value of 
the imports of provisions, chiefly canned and bottled 
provisions, recorded an increase of Rs. 7 lakhs. The imports 
of rice not in the husk, which have been in evidence since 
December, 1927, continued, and the total imports during 
January, 1928, amounted to 24,000 tons valued at Rs. 34 
lakhs, of which Bombay took 10,000 tons and Madras 
13,000 tons. About 6,400 tons of wheat valued at Rs. 10 
lakhs were imported from Australia into Bombay. Under 
raw materials, imports of raw cotton showed a decline of 
4,400 tons in quantity and of Rs. 32 lakhs in value. The 
imports of coal and raw silk increased by Rs. 4 and 7 lakhs 
respectively. Of manufactured articles the value of 
imports of cotton yarn and manufactures showed a decrease 
of Rs. 17 lakhs, of which cotton yarn accounted for Rs, 13 
lakhs. The imports of cotton piece-goods fell by 3 million 
yards in quantity and by Rs. 2 lakhs in value. White 
goods fell from 58 million yards valued at Rs. 1,72 lakhs 
to 52 million yards valued at Rs. 1,46 lakhs, while coloured 
goods rose by 4 million yards in quantity and by Rs. 25 lakhs 
in value. There were noticeable advances under iron and 
steel (+ Rs. 37 lakhs), railway plant and rolling stock 
(+ Rs. 16 lakhs), artificial silk yarn and piece-goods 
(+ Rs. 12 lakhs), motor vehicles (+ Rs. 13 lakhs), woollen 
manufactures (+ Rs. 7 lakhs), and silk manufactures 
(+- Rs. 4 lakhs), while machinery fell by Rs. 8 lakhs and 
matches by Rs. 6 lakhs. 

Exports of food, drink, and tobacco in January, 1928, 
compared with January, 1927, rose by Rs. 31 lakhs to 
Rs. 4,68 lakhs. Tea exports declined slightly in quantity 
from 28 million lbs. to 27 million lbs. but the value rose, 
on account of higher prices, from Rs. 2,23 lakhs to Rs. 2,33 
lakhs. Exports of coffee increased both in quantity and 
value from 3,000 cwts. valued at Rs. 24 lakhs to 11.000 cwts. 
valued at Rs. 9 lakhs. There was also an advance in the 
shipments of spices, chiefly pepper, by 9,000 cwts. in 
quantity and by Rs. 94 lakhs in value. Raw materials and 
produce exported rose by Rs. 1,02 lakhs to Rs, 16,85 lakhs, 
though the exports of raw cotton fell from 80,000 tons 
valued at Rs. 7,82 lakhs to 72,000 tons valued at Rs. 7,27 
lakhs. Of the total shipments of raw cotton Japan took 
46,000 tons, or 64 per cent.; Italy 6,000 tons, or 8 per cent. ; 
Germany, Belgium, and the United Kingdom, 5,000 tons 
each; while the remainder went mainly to France and 
Holland. Exports of raw jute showed a small increase 
of 1,000 tons in quantity and amounted to 89,000 tons, 
but the value fell by Rs. 7 lakhs to Rs. 2,98 lakhs. Exports 
of oilseeds recorded a rise of Rs. 61 lakhs, of which ground- 
nuts accounted for Rs. 45 lakhs and cottonseed Rs, 24 lakhs, 
while the value of rapeseed exported declined by Rs. 11 
lakhs. There were also increases in the exports of raw hides 
and skins (+ Rs. 35 lakhs), lac (+ Rs. 19 lakhs) and 
rubber (+ Rs. 15 lakhs). Manufactured goods increased 
by Rs. 32 lakhs to Rs. 7,23 lakhs. The yardage of gunny 
cloth fell from 128 million in January, 1927, to 117 million 
in January, 1928, but the value realised was,slightly more 
than the last year’s figure of Rs. 2,34 lakhs. On the other 
hand the value of gunny bags exported fell from Rs. 1,77 
lakhs to Rs. 1,72 lakhs, although there was a small rise 
in the number of bags shipped. Exports of tanned or 
dressed hides and skins showed an increase of 1,000 tons 
in quantity and of Rs. 43 lakhs in value. 


TRADE WITH FOREIGN COUNTRIES: SHIPPING. 


The share of the United Kingdom in imports rose from 
46 per cent. in January, 1927, to 48 per cent. in January, 
1928, and in exports from 20 to 24 per cent. The shares 
of Germany, Japan, and the United States in January, 
1928, were 6, 7, and 6 per cent. respectively under imports, 
and 9, 17, and 11 per cent. respectively under exports. 

The tonnage of vessels entered into British India and 
cleared outwards with cargoes from and to foreign countries 
and British Possessions, during the month of January, 1928, 
amounted respectively to 698,000 and 718,000, and against 
658,000 and 693,000 in December, 1927, and 694,000 and 
607,000 a year before. During the ten months ended 
January, 1928, the tonnage of vessels entered and cleared 
with cargoes amounted respectively to 6,298,000 and 
6,464,000 as compared with 5,737,000 and 6,483,000 in 
the corresponding period of the preceding year. 
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CANADA. FOREIGN. 


VALUE AND EXPORTS OF FOREST PRODUCTS. 
(From the High Commissioner for Canada in London.) 
The net annual value of the forest products of Canada 

from the camps, mills and factories is estimated to be not 

less than 475 million dollars. There are over 6,900 manu- 
facturing establishments in which wood, or paper, is the 

principal basic material used. These plants employ 125,000 

people, and distribute annually about 150 million dollars. 

in wages. In addition, over 50,000 men are employed in 
the woods operations for at least part of the year. In 

Eastern Canada this employment is provided in the winter 

months, when the demand for labour in agriculture and 

many of the industries is naturally not as brisk as it is 
during the other part of the year. 

During the last fiscal year Canadian exports of forest 
products were valued at 283,092,932 dols., ranking second 
only to agricultural products. 

Canadian trade with the United States in forest products 
provided a larger balance than any other class of products, 
amounting to 211,345,861 dols. This surplus has been 
among the principal factors in maintaining in favourable 
position the exchange value of Canadian currency in the 
United States.

FOREIGN TRADE, JANUARY—NOVEMBER, 1927. 

H.M. Trade Commissioner at Nairobi reports that during 
the first eleven months of 1927 trade imports and domestic 
exports were valued at £3,320,277 and £2,987,854, as 
compared with £2,905,197 and £2,743,625 respectively in 
the corresponding period of 1926. Great Britain supplied 
38 per cent. of the imports, India 14 per cent., Germany 
11 per cent., Holland 9 per cent., and Japan 6 per cent.

TRADE OF CANTON IN DECEMBER QUARTER, 
1927. 

The British Vice-Consul at Canton, in the course of his 
Report on commercial conditions in Canton during the 
fourth quarter of last year, states that though revealing 
the influences of the financial depression and bad conditions 
generally prevailing since the summer, import figures with 
one or two exceptions appear to have been little affected 
by current events. This is understandable when it is 
realised that neither the anti-British boycott nor the 
communist outbreak lasted long enough to warrant the 
cancellation of deliveries from abroad, and actually the 
only imports the diminution in which can be attributed 
to the above causes are native products such as Kailan 
coal, shipments of which were stopped immediately the 
boycott movement started at the beginning of November. 

In the piece-goods category there was a notable increase 
in wool and cotton blankets and rugs, due to a big demand 
by Chang Fa-Kuei’s troops when stationed in the Canton 
area. Most of this class of piece-goods were of Italian 
origin, cheapness being the determining factor in this case. 
The Canton piece-goods trade is to an increasingly large 
extent being carried on through Chinese dealers in Hong 
Kong, as local importers refuse to take the risks involved, 
and this accounts for the diminution in most classes as 
compared with the figures for the December quarter of 
1926. Rice again shows a falling-off compared with the 
figures for the previous year, and again the determining 
factor was the increase in the volume of junk traffic, Canton 
with its multifarious taxes and duties being avoided 
altogether, and the rice shipped direct from Hong Kong 
to the various points in the delta. Imports of sulphate of 
ammonia are again low, due to lack of funds on the part 
of the mulberry farmers, who are affected by the critical 
position of the silk filatures. The decline in the figures 
for aniline dyes is attributed to the demands by employees 
of the paper and cloth dyeing companies, with the result 
that nearly all paper and cloth is now dyed in Hong Kong 
and Macao. American oil reveals a large surplus of 
re-exports over imports, this being attributable to ship- 
ments up country of the large stocks accumulated during 
the June and September quarters. Matches show an 
increase because the foreign variety (chiefly Japanese) can 
now be sold more cheaply here than native-made matches. 
The apparent falling-off in the import of machinery as 
compared with the same quarter of 1926 was due to large 
imports in the latter period of electrical machinery for the 
extension of the plant in the local power station. Figures 
for sugar were affected by the anti-Japanese boycott in 
operation during the first half of the quarter, a large 
proportion of this commodity coming from Formosa. 


EXpPpoRT TRADE. 

Unlike imports, export figures have been considerably 
affected by local conditions during the quarter, the 
temporary overthrow of the Li Chai-sum regime, followed 
by the communist outbreak, and the unsettled state of the 
country districts through civil war, etc., combining to 
restrict arrivals from the interior and hold up shipments 
generally. These factors have operated in the case of 
feathers, which show very little increase over the September 
quarter, and compare unfavourably with the December 
quarter of 1926. The fall in exports of cassia lignea was 
largely due, as in the previous quarter, to the increasing 
tendency to ship direct from Kwangsi to Hong Kong. 
India was the only big buyer, other markets being dull. 
The demand for canes has not been up to expectations, 
but considerable quantities have nevertheless been bought 
for the United Kingdom and America. This commodity, 
also, was being shipped to a large extent by junk and did not 
therefore pass through the Maritime Customs, hence the 
apparent heavy drop in the figures as compared with 
the December quarter of 1926. Firecrackers show a drop 
from 20,989 piculs in 1926 to 16,746 piculs for the last 
quarter of 1927. Demand from America has fallen off 
considerably, only about 50 per cent. of the usual quantity 
being booked. The increase in the figures for matches 1s 
stated to be due to the growing preference of Chinese in 
foreign countries for Chinese matches. In the case of mats 
the demand remained strong for the United Kingdom and 
Holland, considerable business being booked for shipment 
up to and including April of the current year. December

disturbances, and this fact probably accounts for the fall 
jn export figures compared with 1926. Prices remained 
frm. After having shown no interest whatever for three 
oerfour years, America has now started to buy mats, but on 
a very small scale. 

The autumn rice crop was a particularly good one, being 
estimated at 80 per cent. of a full crop. As usual, there 
was little or no export, practically the whole crop being 
used for loeal consumption. 

The silk trade remained much the same as in the 
September quarter, demand being dull throughout from 
America and only fair from Europe, with the result that 
prices remained weak and dealers accumulated stocks, 
many preferring to realise loans against their silk rather 
than sell it at a heavy loss. Raw silk export figures thus 
show a decline as against the December quarter of 1926, 
while the trade in waste silk continued to be affected by 

r demand from abroad, due to the increasing popularity 
of artificial silk.

FOREIGN TRADE IN FEBRUARY.

German imports exceeded exports by 307-8 million 
marks in February, as against an excess of imports over 
exports of 507-9 million marks in January. The following

Imports, excluding gold and silver, showed a decrease 
of 110 million marks, as compared with January, food- 
stuffs falling off by 133 million marks, and finished goods 
by 7 million marks, while raw materials increased by 34 
million marks and reached a total of 696 million marks, the 
highest since the War. 


Exports rose by 80 million marks, which included all 
classes, most prominent being finished goods, with an 
advance of 58 million marks. 

The reduced imports of foodstuffs included all commodi- 
ties affected in the preceding month by the periodical 
settlement, such as coffee, eggs, butter, rice, and cocoa, 
as well as wheat, fish, barley and meat. The higher 
imports of raw materials were accounted for mainly by 
textiles to the amount of 36-7 million marks, chiefly 
wool, by 31-8 million marks, together with furs by 24-3 
million marks. The principal item in reduced imports of 
finished goods was textiles, which declined 7-2 million 


marks. 


The chief item in the increased exports of raw materials 
was furs, which rose 4:7 million marks. Among the 
additional exports of finished goods were textiles, which 
increased 13-6 million marks (including clothing and 
underwear by 6 million marks and cotton cloth by 4-9 
million marks), leather, which improved 5-1 million marks, 
machinery by 5 million marks, and rolling mill products 
and iron ware by 4-2 million marks. 

Imports of gold rose 23-3 million marks over those of 
the preceding month; there was little change in exports.

FOREIGN TRADE IN JANUARY. 


(From the Hungarian Telegraph Correspondence Bureau 
in London). 


Foreign trade returns for January last show that imports 
into Hungary were valued at 69-9 million pengées, while 
exports from the country totalled 54-2 million pengées, 
leaving an adverse trade balance of 30-7 million pengées. 
The rise in imports was mainly responsible for the un- 
favourable trading result, exports having remained station- 
ary as compared with the corresponding month in 1927. 
Imports of cotton textiles and raw jute were larger, while 
mineral oil and woollen textiles were smaller than in 
January of last year. On the export side there was an 
increase in flour, feathers and leather, and a decrease in 
rye, horned cattle, and killed poultry. The following 
table shows the values of the principal imports and exports

CUSTOMS TARIFF AMENDMENTS. 


With reference to the nectice in the “Journal” of 
22nd March (page 378) regarding the proposal of the 
Australian Senate for the amendment of Tariff No. 105 F (1) 
lating to woollen piece goods, H.M. Trade Commissioner 
at Melbourne has now reported, by telegraph, that the 
proposal in question passed the House of Representatives 

wn 27th March and came into force on the following day. 
H.M. Trade Commissioner has also reported that the 
House of Representatives has agreed to the further Senate 
amendments, particulars of which were also given in the 
above-mentioned ‘‘ Journal’? notice, regarding mortice 
locks and barrel and socket bolts. A further amendment 
has also heen passed the effect of which is to add sparking 
plugs to the list of exceptions to Tariff item 359 p 4. The 
tates of duty proposed in respect of this item have not been 
altered, but the wording of the item will now be as follows : 
Chassis, but not including rubber tyres, storage batteries, 

shock absorbers, bumper bars or sparking plugs.”’ 

A Senate proposal for an increased duty on rabbit skins 
dor prepared for making up has been accepted by the 
House of Representatives and took effect as from the 29th 
March.

NOTICE TO EXPORTERS: BILL OF ENTRY 
REQUIREMENTS. 


The Board of Trade have been advised by the Indian 
Trade Commissioner of the receipt of a Notice dated 5th 
March, 1928, issued by the Collector of Customs and Chief 
Customs Officer for the Port of Bombay and at present 
applicable to goods imported into that port, which requires 
importers of goods assessable to duty on invoice value under 
Section 30 (b) of the Sea Customs Act, to record, with effect 
from Ist April, 1928, against each item of the Bill of Entry 
the invoice value of the goods inclusive of all charges in 
the original currency of the invoice in addition to the 
rupee equivalent. The rate at which the conversion is 
made should also be declared at the bottom in the body of 
the Bill of Entry. 





CEYLON. 


MODIFICATION OF CUSTOMS DUTIES 
ON CERTAIN SPIRITS. 


The Board of Trade have received telegraphic informa- 
tion, through the Colonial Office, to the effect that the 
Customs duties on certain spirits imported into Ceylon 
have been increased ‘by a Resolution which was passed 
by the Legislative Council of that Colony on 8th March. 
The duty on spirits imported in Ceylon was 14 rupees 
50 cents per proof gallon, and the effect of the Resolution 
is to increase that duty by 7 rupees 50 cents per proof 
gallon, with a minimum increase of 6 rupees per bulk 
gallon, on the following, viz. :—all gins, all brandies which 
are not certified as being wholly produced from juice of the 
grape and having been matured for not less than three 
years; and whisky for which a certificate of three years 
maturity is not produced.

CUSTOMS TARIFF AMENDMENTS. 


In connection with the notice published under the above 
heading in the “Journal” of 8th March (page 310), it 
should be noted that the Board of Trade have now 
received the text of the Order-in-Council (No. 1 of 1928), 
dated lst March, promulgating the Customs Tariff Amend- 


* ment Order, 1928, which effected the Tariff amendments in 


question. 

In addition to the changes already notified, this Order 
provides for the following further Tariff amendments :— 
The increase of the duty from £1 5s. Od. to £1 7s. 6d. per 
Imperiai gallon on brandy, gin, rum, whisky and other 
potable spirits, the true degree of strength of which can be 
immediately ascertained by Tralles’ alcoholometer, of 
the strength of 50 degrees per centum of pure alcohol 
by such alcoholometer has already been notified. In 
addition, the extra duty where such spirits are of 
greater strength has been increased from 6d. to 7d. per 
Imperial gallon for every degree above a strength of 50 
degrees per centum by Tralles’ alcoholometer. The 
minimum duty leviable on spirits below 50 degrees, which 
was formerly £1 2s. 4d. per Imperial gallon, has now 
been increased to £1 4s. 10d. per Imperial gallon. 

The following items have been deleted from the table 
of exemptions from import duty, viz. :—fresh fish and 
fruit, not preserved in any way; fresh provisions conveyed 
in ships’ refrigerators or cold storage chambers, and not 
otherwise preserved ; meat, i.e., beef and pork, pickled or 
salted, not canned or bottled, and fresh, including game 
and poultry ; vegetables (fresh), including potatoes, onions, 
and garlic; certain raw foodstuffs; and replaced by the 
following new item, viz. :—all articles ordinarily used 
as food for human consumption of any kind whatsoever, 
except salt and sugar.

NORTHERN RHODESIA. 


IMPORTATION OF PLANTS. 


Government Notice No. 19 of 1928, dated 9th February, 
1928, contains revised regulations cited as ‘“‘ The Importa- 
tion of Plants Regulations, 1928,’ governing the importa- 
tion of certain plants into Northern Rhodesia. The 
notice replaces Regulation 9 of the principal Regulations 
by the following :—‘‘ The introduction into the Territory 
from places outside British South Africa of the under- 
mentioned plants or any portion thereof, shall be limited 
to importations made under a permit issued by the Secretary 
for Agriculture and subject to such precautionary measures 
as may be deemed necessary, namely : (1) Grape vines or 
other plants of the family Vitacew; (2) Sugar cane; (3) 
Plants cultivated for the production of rubber; (4) Tea 
plants; (5) Coffee plants; but this limitation shall not 
apply to the seeds or fruit of the above if accompanied 
by a certificate in the form detailed under Schedule D.

NEW CUSTOMS TARIFF, 


H.M. Consul-General at Loanda reports, by telegraph, 
that a new Customs Tariff for Angola has been published 
which will come into force on Ist July next.

CHILE. 
IMPORT DUTY ON COAL AND PETROLEUM. 


The Chilean “ Diario Oficial’ of 14th January contains 
a Law (No. 4248), dated 9th January and effective on 
14th January, creating a Council for the development of 
the coal-mining industry in Chile and defining its powers 
and duties. The Law also fixes the import duty on coal 
and on petroleum as indicated below. The complete text 
of the measure (in Spanish) may be seen by persons 
interested on application to the Department of Overseas 
Trade, 35 Old Queen Street, London, S.W. 1, 


Coal, etc.—Coal, briquettes and coke (except metallurgical 
coke), even for shipment or stores, are dutiable at the rate of 
15 pesos (currency) per metric ton (gross). This rate may 
be increased to 25 pesos by the President on the advice 
of the Council. Foreign coal required for mixing with 
national coal in the manufacture of metallurgical coke may 
be admitted duty free up to a quantity of 40 per cent. of 
the mixture. This exemption is to remain in force until, 
in the opinion of the Council, sufficient national coal of the 
requisite kind is produced. 


Petroleum.—The duty on petroleum is fixed at 3 pesos per 
metric ton (gross) until 3lst December, 1928, and is to be 
increased by 3 pesos each year to 21 pesos, the latter duty 
being enforced permanently from Ist January, 1934. By 
way of exception the duty on petroleum for Diesel and 
semi-Diesel engines is fixed at 3 pesos per metric ton until 
3lst December, 1932; thereafter the normal duty will 
operate. Petroleum used for the boilers of steamships will 
pay 3 pesos per ton until 3lst December, 1930, thereafter 
the duty will be increased by 3 pesos per annum until the 
figure of 21 pesos is reached. 

The President is authorised, within one year from the 
promulgation of the present Law, to reduce or postpone 
the progressive increases in the duty on petroleum in favour 
of particular industrial establishments already functioning 
in the country. 

The duties prescribed for coal will be levied whilst the 
average sale price of national coal (pesado), on board ship, 
in the zone between Lebu and Chajiaral, does not exceed 
in each half-year the average price of the last three years. 
If the av erage sale price in any half-year exceeds the average 
for the previous three years, the import duty in the ensuing 
half-year may be reduced by the amount of such excess. 
Similarly, if the average sale price of national coal (pesado) 
on board ship, in the zone between Taltal and Iqueque is, 
during the two preceding years, more than two-thirds of 
the world-price of a ton of petroleum (as quoted on the 
London market) during that period, the import duties 
presented for petroleum may be reduced or suppressed.

The ‘‘ Journal Officiel ’’ (Paris) for 17th March contains 
a Law, dated 16th March, modifying the Customs regime 
of petroleum and petroleum derivatives. Provision is 
made for the duty-free entry of oils into controlled factories 
for working up, duty only becoming leviable when the 
(worked up) products leave the factory.

NETHERLANDS. 





IMPORTATION OF PRESERVED, PREPARED 
AND SMOKED MEATS. 


The Commercial Secretary to H.M.Legation at The Hague 
reports that the Order of 6th June, 1922, to regulate the 
importation of preserved, prepared and smoked meats 
into the Netherlands is to come into force on Ist July next. 

Under the provisions of this Order, the importation of 
preserved, prepared, and smoked meats will only be per- 
mitted from countries in which meat and cattle inspection 
(including inspection of preserved, prepared, and smoked 
meats) is regulated by Act of Parliament. Importation is 
subject to permission by the Minister in charge of the 
Netherlands Meat Inspection Act, who must be satisfied 
that such Act of Parliament contains sufficient guarantees 
for the maintenance of public health. 

The importation of the following prepared, preserved, and 
smoked meats will be permitted on condition that they have 
been prepared or preserved in such a manner that they 
have entirely lost the properties of fresh meat :— 

(a) Fats; 

(6) Pickled, salted, and smoked meats ; 

(c) Preserved meat, sterilised in hermetically sealed 
tins, bottles, or other containers, whether mixed with 
other foods or not, provided that the kind of meat, and 
the name and address of the manufacturer, is clearly 
marked on the tin, bottle, or pot; 

(d) Sausages, provided that their 
clearly marked on the packing. 

The properties of fresh meat are not considered to be lost 
by freezing or chilling; by superficial treatment with salt 
or brine ; by superficial smoking ; by preservation in vinegar ; 
or by preservation in fat, gelatine, or other substances, with 
@ view to excluding air. 

No meat may be used in the preparation of preserved, 
etc., meats which has not passed inspection according to the 
provisions of the Law in the exporting country. Only meat 
of good quality may be used in the preparation of preserved, 
etc., meats, and no ingredients may be added other than— 
salt, mixed or not with saltpetre to such an extent that 
not more than 2/10ths per cent. of saltpetre is contained 
in the meats; sugar; vinegar, not artificially coloured ; 
herbs of good quality. Spices and starch may only be 
used in the case of meats specified in (c) above to an extent 
of not more than 2 per cent. The Minister is empowered, 
however, to permit the import of meats prepared with 
certain foodstuffs of good quality. 

In the case of preserved, etc., meats made from pork, 
the Minister may require a declaration from the veterinary 
surgeon that on inspection the pork so used was free from 
trichinosis. 

Each shipment of preserved, prepared, and smoked meats 
must be accompanied by a certificate from the veterinary 
surgeon entrusted with the inspection in the exporting 
country. This certificate, in addition to specifying the 
weight, kind, and means of preserving of the meats, and 
the species of animal from which the meat was taken, must 
attest that on inspection of the animals before slaughter no 
signs of disease were found ; that no unauthorised preserva- 
tives have been employed in preparation, etc., and that no 
colouring matter has been used. The certificate must also 
contain a description or print of the mark of inspection as 
lawfully prescribed in the exporting country, the name and 
address of the manufacturer, the name of the exporting 
country, the destination, and the name of the consignees.

CERTAIN CUSTOMS DUTIES AMENDED. 


The Commercial Secretary to H.M. Legation at Warsaw 
has forwarded translation of a Presidential Decree dated 
6th March and effective as from 10th March, making certain 
amendments in the Polish Customs Tariff. 

The import duty on precipitated carbonate of baryta 
has been reduced from 12} to 3 zl. per 100 kilogs., and the 
following new provisions have been added to the Customs 
Tariff :— 

A Note 7 is added to Tariff No. 140, under which cold 
rolled hoop steel, from 30 to 34 mm. wide and from 1 to 
1:2 mm. thick and having a tensile strength of 90 to 110 
kilogs. per sq. mm., imported by cycle chain manufacturers

ENCOURAGEMENT OF BOOT AND SHOE 


INDUSTRY. 


The ‘“‘ Gaceta de Madrid” for 18th March contains a 
Roval Order dated 17th March, the objects of which are to 
safeguard the Spanish leather footwear industry and to 
stimulate the export of boots and shoes. 

The Order provides, inter alia, that all footwear of national 
origin exported to the Canary Islands or Spanish North 
Africa, which may be returned to Spain, may enter the 
country duty free, so long as its national manufacture is 
duly authenticated. 

Leather used in the manufacture of footwear exported to 
foreign countries or Spanish Possessions may be imported 
under the ‘‘ temporary admission ”’ regime. Regulations 
for the application of this provision will be issued hereafter. 

So far as the trade in leather is concerned, the application 
of the metric system is obligatory, but in the event of leather 
being ordered abroad on the basis of the English square 
foot, the latter will be taken as equivalent to a square of 
0.3048 metre side. The circulation of leather destined for 
the footwear industry can only be authorised subject to 
each piece having its dimensions indelibly stamped on it.
